Points in Russia’s Reply. 
{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

BERLIN, Jan. 11.—The Lokal Anzeiger 
prints special dispatches from St. Petersburg 
which indicate that the crisis in the far east 
is much more serious that the Russian offi- 


patch intimates that the real gravity of the 
situation has purposely been concealed. 

Russia's note presented to Japan last Fri- 
day does not contain the important conces- 
sions referred to so frequently in the Rus- 
sian press. On the contrary, the note was 
practically a reiteration of the previous Rus- 
sian note which Japanrejected. Apparently 
Japan is preparing to reject Russia's pro- 
posals onte more and in a much more sig- 
nificamt manner. 

Points in Russia's Note. 
Tune Lokal Anzeiger says that the last Rus- 
sian note embraces five points, as follows: 

“ First—Japan will get various concessions 
in Corea. 

“ Second—In south Corea the Japanese can 
act not only in their economic interests but 
they can adopt strategic measures corre- 
sponding with these interests. 

“ Third—Russia allows Japan full commer- 
cial freedom of action in north Corea, but 
Japan must not permanently occupy fortified 
towns either to the north or south, and 
neither on the coast nor in the interior. | 

“Fourth—A neutral zone of fifty kilo- 
meters broad is to be created between Corea 
and Manchuria, along the Yalu and Tumen 
rivers, in which neither Russia nor Japan 
can establish fortified positions; also that the 
strait between Japan and Corea shall be 
neutral, thus giving free ingress and egress 
to Russian vessels. 5 
Fifth In reference to Manchuria, Russia 
accepts no conditions, but declares that she 
is ready to permit Japan and other powers to 
represent their interests, embracing the 
‘open door’ for Mukdon and New Chwang. 


| Corrected by the Czar. 

The Lokal Anzeiger adds that the fore- 
going is part of an official communication 
soon to be published in the Official Messen- 
ger, and that it was personally edited and 
corrected by the czar.

10. The ordinance regarding’facing on three public spaces should be enforced both 
in spirit and intent, and there should be to these open spaces, exits from each floor of 
the theater, with separate stairs having access to the street or open spaces, :

13. The ordinance regarding the control of lights should be strictly enforced, and, 
further, an independent system of lights should be installed for exits, both inside and 
out, and also for lighting the house. 

14. All exits, stairways, and outlets should be distinctly marked and also distinctly 
lighted during the performance by independent safety lamps. 

15. We do not think that the present ordinance provides for a curtain adequate for 
the purpose intended. As to how this curtain or movable fireproof partition should be 
constructed vour committee is not prepared to state at this time.

‘Ald. Raymer and Eidmann Re- 
sist the Attempt to Adopt 
Weakened Theater Reg- 
uUlations at Once. 


WAIT UNTIL THURSDAY. 


Gallery Is Packed with Play- 
house Employes, Who Jeer 
Every Plea for Con- 

servative Action. 


A hissing and jeering gallery of stage hands 
and theatrical employés packed in the coun- 
cil chamber ridiculed aldermen who urged 
caution and deliberation over the new theat- 
rical law at last night's session of the city 
council. It was the climax in an effort to 
rush through the new ordinance and allow 
the theaters to reopen. The effort, backed 
by the hisses, failed, and the matter went 
over until Thursday night. 

The crowd hissed Ald. Walter J. Raymer, 
the only alderman who had come in close per- 
sonal touch with the suffering of the Iro- 
quois fire. They jeered him as he“Spoke of 
the danger of theaters as they stand today, 


| and even as he spoke of his own family’s 


terrible experience in the disaster of twelve 
days ago. . 
Theaters Have Powerful Lobby. 

There had been a strong and well backed 
effort to rush the newly framed ordinance, 
outlined in Taz Trisunz on Saturday and 
Sunday mornings, through the council a 

one sitting and give relief to the theaters, 
Strong lobbies were at work in the theaters’ 
behalf... By passing the new ordinances, the 
way would have been cleared for the passage 
of an order allowing the playhouses to open 
under restrictions. 

This effort had affected the council com- 
mittee, in spite of the opposition of some of 
the experts—an opposition which had r.

Retroactive Enforcement Clause. 
Few changes in the wording of the or- 
, dinance were made in the final revision by the 
committee before sending it to the council. 


The stand on the question of retroactive en- 
forcement was finally framed in this wise: 

SECTION 4, CLASS V. (halls with moveable 
scemery)—-All buildings of class V. hereafter erect- 
ed shall be bullt entirely of fireproof construction. 

All alterations in existing buildings of class V. 
intended to make them comply with the require- 
ments of this ordinance may be executed in the 
same materials of construction at present employed 
in such buildings, unless otherwise distinctly 
provided by this ordinance. 
According to the interpretation of this 
section, existing theaters of mill or slow 
burning construction will be allowed to re- 
tain this material in the auditorium but not 
in the proscenium wall or in the walls of the 
stage portion of the house. As provided in 
other sections, existing theaters will be re- 
quired to comply with the ordinance in all 
considerations of aisles, exits, lighting, and 
seating, except that eighteen instead of. 
twenty inches may be used as the unit in 
figuring the width of aisles, exits, and stair- 
ways. In the same way, in existing theaters 
a minimum width of seat of twenty instead 
of twenty-two inches will be permitted, as 
also a minimum distance of two feet eight 
instead of two feet ten inches from back to 
back of the seats. bake 
Floor Level Clause Changed. 

The committee also agreed on a modifica- 
tion of the floor level section, which will allow 
roof gardens of less than 500 seating capacity. 

The La Salle and the Bush Temple of Music 
will probably be allowed to reopen in conse- 
quence of an amendment changing the maxi- 
mum height of the lowest tier of seats from 
fifteen to seventeen feet above the street 
level. This section is as follows: uc 

Section 6. Limitations of floor levels, exception, 
existing theaters—-In all buildings of class V. here. 
after constructed the folowing limitations of floor 
levels shall govern: | 

In all cases where the floors of the auditorium o 
the buildings of class V. are banked or stepped 
up, the floor level of the lowest banks shall not be 
above the sidewalk level. 

The only exception to the foregoing shall be where 
an audience room or auditorium of a building of 
class V. contains lees than 600 seats, in which case, 
if in fireproof buildings, it may be located in any 
story thereof, but in such case there shall be at 
least two flights of stairs from the floor in which 
such audience room or auditorium is located to the 
ground, each of which stairs shall be not less than 
four feet in width in the clear. 

This section governing floor levels shall not apply 
to buildings ot class V. now existing where the 
lowest bank of seats of the main floor is not more 
than seventeen feet above the street level. 

To the section forbidding the use of cal- 
cium lights in theaters was added at the last 
moment a clause as follows: 

All are lights used on the stage shall at 
all times be subject to the approval of the 
city electrician, and no arc light shall be 
used on any stage of buildings of class V 
unless first approved by the city electrician.” 

In all other respects the draft of the ordi- 
nance remains as published last week. 

Wants Clubhouses Inspected. 

Ald. Hunter introduced a resolution asking 
that clubhouses be inspected for possible 
danger from fire and panic, and closed if 
found to violate the building ordinances. 

“I want the Union league looked into,“ 
‘declared the alderman dramatically; and 
any other of these clubs which do not obey 
the law.“ é | 

The council, however, sent his order to the 
special committee investigating theaters. | 

An order of Ald. Eidmann’s, instructing the 
board of education to put a fire alarm in 
every schoolhouse, was passed unanimously.

ALDERMEN SEE FIVE THEATERS. 


Spend Ninety Minutes in Inspection and 
a Record for Speed 
Work. 


— — 

Five downtown theaters were inspected 
yesterday afternoon by the council commit- 
tee on amending the building laws, the time 
consumed in the inspection being ninety min- 
utes—said.te be a record for speed. 

The places visited were Grand opera house, 
Chicago opera house, La Salle, McVicker’s, 
and Sam T. Jack’s. 
their stage employés, gave demonstrations 
im the handling of scenery, and fire drills. | 

At the Grand water was thrown thirty feet 
and the stage well drenched in two minutes. 
On the stage of the Chicago opera house the 
committee found two lengths of new hose. 
The stage hands were four minutes in con- 
necting the hose before water was thrown. 

The Grand and the La Salle must have 
exits in one more direction to comply with 
the new law. The Grand, fronting Clark 
street and abutting on an alley, will seek to 
cut through to Washington street. At the 
La Sallie, fronting Madison street and with 
an alley in the rear, it is proposed to make 
exits into a store fronting in Clark street. 

McVicker’s theater exits are upon two 
alleys and a street and thus fulfill the de- 
mands. a he Chicago opera house must cut 
through a brick wall on the west. As to Sam 

T. Jack's, it is over seventeen feet above 
street level on the main floor, and for that 
reason may be prohibited from opening. even 
if a way can be found to give it exits. 

Asbestos curtains were examined at each 
place. Blowpipes were used on those hung 
at the La Salle and the Grand, and the cur- 
tains stood the fire tests perfectly. 

The rear rows of seats in all the theaters 
seen were found to be in violation of the new 
measure. Seats must be removed in each to 
give aisle space. There must also be a gen-

AMINATION THIS MORNING. 


Thorough Investigation Promised to 
Disclose Whether Public Instita- 
tions Are Safe in Case of Fire—Neo- 
essary Changes to Be Made Prompt- 
ly and Emergency Fund May Be 
_ Raised—Results Told of Inquiry Inte 
| Conditions at Jones Building. 


Fifteen building inspectors, acting under 
orders received yesterday from Architect 
William B. Mundie of the board of educa- 
tion, will start out this morning to make 
a thorough inspection of the structural safe- 
ty of the public school buildings in case of 
fire. Every school in Chicago will be sub- 
jected to a rigid examination. : 

As soon as the reports are in,” declared 
Architect Mundie, they will be checked 
up, in ‘accordance with the city building or- 
dinances and with judgment as to the 
nécessity for betterment, the worst cases re- 
ceiving immediate attention as emergencies. 
Parents and children can rest assured that 
everything will be done by the trustees of 
the board, who realize that the children are 
in their care, to safeguard their lives.”’ 

The fact that an investigation so sweeping 
in its character has been instituted u re- 
garded by many as a confession that many 
of the schools are lacking in proper fire 
tection and life saving facilities. 


May Vote an Emergency Fund. 
Architect Mundie declared that each night 
the reports of the day’s work would be 
checked up, and that if necessary the bulld- 
ing and grounds committee will on Friday 
be asked to appropriate sufficient money. to 
make whatever improvements may be found 
urgent, | 
The inepectors have been supplied with lists 
showing just what things they are to make 
the subjects of investigation. First of all 
they are to note whether the school is of 
frame or brick construction, ite height Ip 
stories, the number of classrooms, how these 
are distributed by floora, and whether t. 
is an assembly hall. | 
In each case where the school has an as- 
sémbly hall the location is to be carefully 
observed and indicated together with the 
number and width of its exits. ;

One of the worst features in the bulld- 
ing. in addition to its height, in that there 
is only one flight of stairs leading from the 
top floor, where 165 children, averaging 12 
years of age, have their desks. There are 
about 700 children in the entire building. 


Conditions at Haven School. 


The Haven school, Fifteenth street and 
Wabash avenue, which was a high base- 
ment, four floors, and an attic, is not sup- 
plied with a fire escape. On the fourth floor 
there are 360 children, from 12 to 15 years 
old. There are lines of hose on each floor, 
but no patent extinguishers. The stair- 
ways, about six feet wide, are of: wood. 
There are three exits, all of which were un- 
locked yesterday afternoon... 

It was proposed last fall to place two spiral 


escapes on the. south side of the building, 


but for some unexplained reason it was not 
done. The building was erected in 1884. 
The principal, George C. Bannan, said that 
there were frequent drills, which he had 
found were as beneficial to the teacher as

No Fire ‘Drill at Moseley. 

The Moseley school, Twenty-fourth street 
and Michigan avenue, is one of the oldest 
school buildings in Chicago. It was erected 
in 1856, and an addition was made to it twenty 
years later. There are four exits in the two 
parts. The stairs are wooden and narrow. 
There are also exits through the basement. 

The double door exits, which open outward, 
are so arranged that if they are locked and 
bolted they can be forced open from the in- 
side: The building has three stories and a 
basement. F. W. Stahl, the principal, said 
yesterday that he did not believe in fire drills, 
but that he made every dismissal a fire drill. 

Instead of sending around a note calling 
the teachers to a meeting I have the signal 
sounded,” sai@é Mr. Stahl.

GATES DESCRIBED. 


Former Witness Tells How. His 
Family Perished at Locked 
Door He Could Not Open. 


ot an the evidence’ thus far presented to 
the coroner’s jury investigating the Iroquois 
fire, the first to form a groundwork for an 
indictment of manslaughter was obtained 
yesterday afternoon. 

It came when. James M. Strong, a specta- 
tor in the gallery, and George M. Dusen- 
berry, the house manager, were on the 
stand. Strong told of the locked door in 
the upper promenade and how it cost the 
lives of his wife, mother, and niece. Dusen- 
berry acknowledged that the tron gates lead- 
ing to the gallery were locked when the fire 
started. 

„It you had been able to open the door 
would your family have escaped to the 
street? Deputy Buckley asked Strong. 

„They would,“ came reply, and hun- 
dreds with them.“ 

Shortly after the fire State's Attorney 
Deneen and Coroner Traeger examined that 
locked door. Make every possible effort 
to ascertain the identity. of some person 
who died in that corner, said Mr. Deneen, 
and in Strong’s testimony the cororier be- 
lieves this has been done. — ' 

Who locked the door and why has not 
been discovered, but a stage carpenter who 
was at work near it when the fire began 
will de put on the stand today in the hope 
of clearing up the mystery. | 

Dusenberry Tells of Gates. 

Dusenberry told of how the iron gates 
that cut off the exit of half of the gallery 
audience were locked, but he denied. this 
caused any deaths. Another important 
point in his testimony came when Coroner

Dead Now Number 571. 


The death of two persons injured in the 
theater fire yesterday raised the coroner's 
total of victims to 571, the exact number 
given in Tue Trisune estimate the first 
morning after the fire. The first tosuccumb 
was Mr& Amelia C. Wigfall, 4467 Oakenwald 
avenue, who died at the Lakeside hospital 
in the afternoon. She had been living with 
the family of J. C. Patterson, and, accom- 
panied by his sons, William and Crawford, 
and. a cousin,. Frederick Patterson, from 
Omaha, Neb., occupied seats in the second 
balcony. Both William and“Crawford Pat- 
terson were killed and Frederick is now at 
St. Luke’s hospital. 

The second to die was Herman Bein, 18 

old, 266 Division street, who had been 
in the Post Graduate hospital since theafter- 
noon of the fire. He went to the theater 
alone and sat in the second balcony. H 
was one of the first taken out. 


é Testimony of J. M. Strong. 
Strong is a telegraph operator, and lives at 
708 Sixty-third street. His story of the 
trapped crowd and his frantic efforte after 


crawling through the transom to release 


those inside by battering down the door held 
the closest attention of the jurors. After tell- 
ing of-his desperate but futile efforts, Strong 
said: 


I had to give up. Then I walked down 
the steps, and there wasn’t a soul on the steps 
but myself and the carpenter who had 
helped me. 
If you had been able to get that door open 
at that time you would have had ample time 
to get to the street, would you not?” asked 
Deputy Buckley. 

Not only myself, but hundreds of other 
people could have got through this door if 
it was unlocked, said Strong. 

“And the fact that this door was locked 
barred you and hundreds of people from 
getting through?” 

Strong said his mother had purchased tick- 
ets at 1:30 p. m. and was sold standing room 
in the balcony. 

Trapped by Locked Door. 

Of his escape he said: ; 

We were among the first to get to the regular 
entrance of the balcony, the place where we went 
in. Inetead of going down the steps we had come 
up, we went to the door that came to a passage- 
way, which proved to be an exit. We were the 
first to reach that door, and it was locked I threw 
myself against it and tried to break it, but I could 
not, so 1 reached up and broke the transom with 

fist. 
m thought I could get through the transem and 
open the door from the other side, so I crawled 
through and ran half way down the stairs and 
found a man there. He seemed to be a carpenter. 

He gave me a light board. I went back and tried 
to break the door with this board, but could not 
do anything with it, and I went back again, and 
he gave me a heavier board and said, Come on, 
I will go with you.,“ When we got back to the 
door the smoke was pouring through the transom 
in volumes, and I was in an almost dazed condi- 
tion, We did not make another effort at thé door, 
because we could not possibly stand the smoke and 


heat.

Man Refused to Help Her. 
The refusal of “a large man in uniform ” 
to assist her when she had been knocked 
down in the seramble to escape made the 
testimony of Miss Nellie Morgan, 548 Gar- 
field avenue, the first witness of the morn- 
ing, peculiarly interesting. Miss Morgan 
Says she thought the man was a negro city 
policeman. As there is no record of there 
being a policeman stationed at that time in 
the theater foyer, the jurors believe the man 
was an usher. The witness told also of the 
difficulty of getting up the steep stairs in 
the balcony and the absence of exit signs. 
She occupied a seat in the upper balcony 
about the middle of the south h f. 

The aisles were narrow, and I could not pass 
the people who were rushing towards the exit. 
and I was obliged to climb over that high railing 
in front: of my seat and escape to the door, she 
said. I was in advance of most of the crowd. 
I had little trouble in getting downstairs. The

Woman Thrown Downstairs. .

Woman Gives Vivid Description. 


One of the most telling descriptions of how 
the crowd was held back by the locked foyer 
doors till caught by the fire was given by 
Mrs. Rosa Lang, 1880 Oakdale avenue. To 
the locking of the foyer doors Mrs. La 
added that the doors leading to the stai 
case from the balcony and gallery also ap- 
peared to be closed or jammed so that “ no 
one was coming out.“ 

Q.—By which door was it you tried to get out and 
could not? 

A.—Two double doore located next to ths stairs 
on. the right side of the rotunda. They were 
fastened; I don't know if they were locked, but 
they would not give, and the only door that was 
open was one-half of a door, the one where I passed 
my ticket to the ticket taker.

CUBA. RATIFIBS ‘TREATY. 


PLATT AMENDMENT 18 MADE PER- 
MANENT FEATURE OF LAWS. 


Only One Vote Is Recorded Against It— 
Time Within Which Action Could 
Be Taken Had Almost Expired—Sea- 
ate Ready te Adjourn, but House 
Gees Over Another Day, as Members 
Feared Arrest During Election Ex- 
eitement- Trade Treaty Acted Upon. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

HAVANA, Jan i1l-—The senate after 
cleaning up legislative business and being 
in readiness to adjourn until the spring. 
rushed the ratification of the so-called per- 
manent treaty with the United States. 
There was no debate and the vote was taken 
simply by a show of hands. 

Sefior Recio, nationalist, demanded to be 
recorded in the negative, while the others re- 
quested to be recorded affirmatively. 

The treaty includes all the provisions of 
the Platt amendment verbatim. 

The treaty was signed May 22, 1908, but 
was not ratified with the other treaties be- 
tween the Uni States and Cuba at the 
close of the sessiom of congress. The 
committee on“foreign relations held up the 
treaty until, today and then reported it by 
order of the senate. 

There was no apparent opposition to the 
treaty by the members of the committee, 
but the committee appeared afraid of the 
possible political effect of action thereon, 


Committee Reports for Treaty. 


‘rhe report of the committee recommended 
the adoption of the treaty, stating that it 
would not change the political status or the 
reiations between Cuba and the United States 
in any manner. 

‘rhe time for ratifying the treaty would have 
expired Jan. 22. eae 

‘The senate passed an amendment to the 
tariff commission bill and then held open 
until late tonight awaiting the action of the 
house upon the bill and also to decide as to 
whether an adjournment will be finally taken 
tonight. 

The house, after a long discussion of the 
tariff matter, during which many amend- 
ments to the senate bill were offered, took a 
recess until tomorrow. 

The prevailing opinion among the repre- 
sentatives remaining in Havana appears to 
be that congress ought not to go further than 


giving President Palma authorization to tem- 


porarily increase all the duties by 26 per cent. 

Ine advocates of the lottery bill have not 
risked the attempt to pass the bill over the 
veto of President Palma on account of the 
small attendance. 


Members Favor Delay. 


The action of the house in taking a recess 
is said to be due to a desire to avoid expos- 
ing the members to arrest during the elec- 
tions. It is feared if congress adjourned 
the members would lose their prerogatives, 
The liberals have gained the elections. They 
swept Havana. 

The fear that members may be arrested 
after adjournment is due to hot speeches 
made during the session. It is not certain 
that any arrests are contemplated,

Take Bodies Home as Trophies. 


Echo, Ore., Jan. 11.—- [Special. Four thou- 
sand jack rabbits were chased into a long 
wire netting yesterday and slaughtered by 
a crowd of excursionists, including many 
young women of the neighboring towns. 

Clubs were used to kill the animals when 
they were caught in the meshes of the net.

Wire Netting Is Used. 

The scene of the kill is only a few miles 
from this town, and the rabbit hunters were 
taken there in wagons from the trains. Three 
miles of wire netting ensnared the rabbits, 
which were chased toward it by men on 
horseback. When the animals were once 
in the net they were killed so rapidly thar 
their bodies were in winrows, heaps, and 


piles. — 
The scene was sickening to o 
tomed to the rabbit drives of this country, 


but the men and women taking part in the 
affair seemed to enjoy what they called the 
sport. Many of the girls’ dresses showed 
blood stains when the kill was finished. Their 
clubs were clotted with hair and b 


Unable to Keep Count. 

An attempt was made at first by some of 
the hunters to keép eount of the rabbits they 
killed, but in the excitement of the few mo- 
ments their clubs flew faster than they could 
think and they soon gave up the attempt. 

The drive was not as successful in the num- 
ber of rabbits killed as that of Jan. 1. Then 
10,000 animals were killed, as the drive was 
the first for some time. Owing to the weath- 
er, the hunters did not turn out as well as 
anticipated and those who took part in the 
kill almost grew weary of the slaughter. 

Many of the excursionists took a few jack 
rabbits home with them as trophies of the 
hunt.

Russia's Position Is Explained. 

PARIS, Jan. 11.—A strong current of offi- 
cial sentiment was set in motion today, fa- 
vorable to strengthening the hands of Rus- 
sia in her claims to exercise paramount 
influence in Manchuria. It is pointed out 
that Russia, having conceded Japan’s para- 
mount influence in Corea, Japan appears to 
be unwilling to make a reciprocal concession 
by recognizing Russia’s paramount influence 
in Manchuria. 

‘The general purport of the Russian posi- 
tion is that Japanese merchants and indi- 
viduals shall have the right of free access to 
Manchuria for purposes of travel and com- 
merce, but that Russia does not wish this 
to be extended to the colonization of Jap- 
anese in large communities in Manchuria. 


More Sympathy for Russia. 
Strong sympathy is expressed here in be- 


the general admission of Japanese coloniza- 
tion in Manchuria would create questions of 
political and racial domination. It is as- 
gerted to be in the interest of the commerce 
of Burope and America that Russia should 
replace China's authority within Manchuria. 
Therefore it is maintained in governmental 
quarters that it is to the general interest of 
Europe and America to give moral support 
to a settlement of the pending conflict on the 
basis of Japan’s authority in Corea and Rus- 
sia’s authority in Manchuria. Those who are 
in the best positien to know Russia's inten- 
tions say her determination to exercise her 
sphere of influence in Manchuria is irrevoca- 
ble. : 
Owing to Russia's latest attitude in Man- 
churia it is the view of official circles here 
that the main issue of the negotiations now 
centers on Manchuria instead of Corea. 


Russia's Plans for War. 


A special dispatch to the Patrie from Har- 
bin, a town on the Manchurian railroad, de- 
scribes the Russian war preparations. The 
Russian officers declare war is inevitable, 
but add that they are ready. Port Arthur, 
it ie further asserted, will de occupied by 
100,000 men, and in ten days reinforcements 
of 100,000 men can reach Manchuria. 


Cabinet Meets at Tokio. 


TOKIO, Jan. 11.—The cabinet and elder 
statesmen met for a joint conference at the 
official residence of Premier Katsura this 
afternoon. The premier, who is ill, was not 
present. They discussed the political and 
strategical situation, and will report to the 
Minister Ko- 


throne tomorrow. 

The note delivered by F 
mura on Saturday to Baron de Rogen, the 
Russian minister, was merely preliminary to 
Japan's formal response, which has not yet 
been delivered. 

The questions at issue were discussed at 
today’s conference of the cabinet and elder 
statesmen, and a final decision is expected 
tomorrow. When this has been reached the 
conferees will appear before the throne and 
submit the answer agreed upon. After this 
has been done the final proposals of Japan 
will be handed to Baron de Rosen. 


Japan’s Demands on Corea. 

SEOUL, COREA, Jan. 11—The Japanese 
minister has made reiterated demands, 
hitherto without result, on the emperor of 
Corea that he recognize a Japanesé pro- 
tectorate of Corea, the Corean government 
holding itself to the Russo-Japanese agree- 
ment concerning

Attacking Foree Pursues Fleeing

[BY can TO THE CHICAGO 
LONDON, Jan. 11.—The Mad Mullah's 
main army in Somaliland was defeated by 
the British forces this morning in a battle 
near Jidbalil, in which at least 1,000 dervishes 
were killed. The dervishes were 5,000 
strong, while the Bri force was made up 
of 2,200 regulars and 1,000 native irregular’ 
troops. The Mad Mullah himself was not 
present. His army, for the present, at least, 
is dispersed. 

Details of the Battle. 

Maj. Gen. Egerton, who commanded the 
British forces, telegraphed the following de- 
tails of the battle to the war office today: 

Advanced this morning twelve miles to 
Jidballi. First brigade commanded by Man- 
ning, Second brigade under Faskins, and 
mounted troops under Kenna. Total strength 
of the regulars 2,200, irregulars 1,000. Jid- 
balli held by 5,000 dervishes. Mounted troops 
enveloped enemy’s right and infantry ad- 
vanced within 700 yards of his position. 

“ Dervishes advanced, but were unable to 
face frontal fire, coupled with flank attack. 
Enemy broke and fied, and was pursuéd ten 
miles. Dervishes killed estimated at 1,000, 
mostiy in the pursuit. Many prisoners an 
400 rifles taken. 


| Few British Casualties. 

“TI regret to report that two officers of 
regulars were killed and nine officers wound- 
ed, five of the rank and fille wounded; of na- 
tive troops seven killed and sixteen wound- 
ed; of irregulars two killed and two wound- 
ed. Am inclined to think this is the Mul- 
lah’s main force. The Mullah himself was 
not presentt, but was expected at Jidballi to- 
day. 

Maj. Gen. Egerton’s force is camping to- 
night two miles beyond Jidballi. 

A later dispatch from Gen. Egerton says 
that one officer, Capt. Lister, is missing. Capt. 
Lister is Lord Ribblesdale's son and heir.

United States Commissioner A. D. Sal- 
omon in Trouble for Work at Co- 
lumbus Laboratories 

United States Commissioner A. D. Salo- 
mon, who is also an instructor in the Colum- 
bus laboratories, was held to the federal 
grand jury yesterday on the charge of vio- 

ng a United States internal revenue law 
in the laboratories. 

Five professors and directors in the labor- 
atories were arrested. Prof. J. A. Wesener, 
Dr. W. A. Evans, Dr. A. Gehrmann, and 
Prof. Charles Norton decided to compromise 
by making cash payments. Mr. Salomon 
said he had nothing to compromise. The 
specific charge on which he is held is display- 
ing the sign of a distiller and making a mash 
fit for distillation in a place other than a 
duly authorized distillery. Bonds were fixed 
at $500. 

After arranging his bonds Commissioner 
Salomon said 

“I delivered an occasional lecture in the 
laboratories on governmental laws relative 
to distilling, but never made a mash in my 
life. While there was a technical violation 
of the law, every college and university in 
the country is guilty of the same offense.”

Wash immediately with water 
which a little ammonia of soda has been 
distilled. Stains that nothing else will re- 
move are often taken out by the vapor aris- 
ing from burning sulphur, but the material 
must be washed thoroughly at once. bod 
TO CLEAN JEWELRY-Diamonds may 
be washed in a lather of soap, rinsed with 
cold water, and polished with a chamois 
leather. Just before polishing rub a little 
eau de cologne on the stones. Other en 
stones may be cleaned with clean cold water 
and yellow soap, then lay them in sawdust 
to dry. Opals should be cleansed by rub- 
bing with a wet leather and polishing after- 
wards with precipitated chalk, finally rins- 
ing in cold water. Gold and silver orna- 
ments only require washing in cold, soapy 
water, to which a few drops of ammonia 
have been added; leave them in for an 
hour and then rinse in clean water.

Saloon Men and Gamblers in 
PFPiftieth Street Precinct 
“Strike Back.” 


Why does it not pay to be an honest and 
industrious police officer? 

This is the question the Citizens’ associa- 
tion will ask of Inspector Hunt, of ‘Chief 
O'Neill, and, finally, of Mayor Harrison in 
connection with an inquiry into the misad- 
Ventures of Lieut. John Sullivan of the 
Fiftieth street police precinct, conceded, 
even by his enemies, to have done his duty. 

Information came to Secretary Singleton 
of the Citizens’ association yesterday that, 
ag @ result of his efficient enforcement of 
tne midnight closing ordinance and his 
campaign against gambling, Lieut. Sullivan 
had aroused powerful interests to seek his 
transfer to another part of the city. A pe- 

. tition originated by the saloonkeepers is in 
eireulation south of Forty-seventh street, 
asking the removal of the policeman for 
“ pernicious activity in his administration 
of the precinct. 

Charge Pernicious Activity.” 

Lieut. Sullivan was transferred from the 
Central detail to Fiftieth street a few weeks 
ago to replace Lieut. Backus. He found that 
the enforcement of the midnight closing law 
had fallen into desuetude. Even the ordi- 
nary subterfuge of drawn curtains and dim 
lights after midnight were disdained. The 
Presence of policemen in uniform in these 
places after midnight also was reported. 

The new commander's first act was to 
due strict orders for the enforcement of 
midnight closing, coupling his commands 
with a threat of punishment for any patrol- 
‘nan found derelict in his duty. Within for-

Many Previous Transfers. 

Sullivan, ten years ago, was a patrolman 
t the Stanton avenue station.

From there he 
Jon Wag sent to the Cottage Grove avenue 
pfecinet, where, in 1897, he was made a pa- 
l sergeant and transferred to Stanton 
‘Venue. The old enmities here again se-

Sullivan still was enforcing the law, and

‘treet station. Harrison Street in those

„IL Passengers Refused Return

Steam cars, trolleys, and elevated trains 
figured in three wrecks in Chicago yester- 
day. Slippery rails, absence of crossing 
gates, and the failure of brakes to operate 
were the causes. One of these may result in 
a suit to recover fares against an elevatea 
road. | 

The last and most spectacular of the acci- 
dents was whep a Metropolitan elevated 
train, crowded with home going passengers, 
crashed into the rear of a South Side train 
at State and Lake streets. This was in the 
evening, and had been preceded in the morn- 
ing by a collision between a Chicago, Mu- 
waukee and St. Paul suburban train and an 
electric car and a collision between a Went- 
worth avenue caf and a Forty-seventh street 
crosstown car. 

The wreck on the loop resulted in tae in- 
jury of several trainmen anu passengers, 
and tied up the track for more than an hour, 
A South Side train was standing at the sta- 
tion when the Metropolitan train ap- 
proached. The airbrakes on the rear train 
failed to work, and it plunged into the train 
ahead. A panic among the passengers. who 
were crowded into both trains, followed, and, 
forcing open the gates, they rushed out 
on to the station platform.
